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HREE hundred million souls may find a home 

in the United States without crowding together 

as much as people are crowded even now in some of 

the prosperous countries of the world.

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Among Our West Indian Workers 


HE Rev. Mr. Jordan is at present direct- 

ing the affairs of the West India Agency 
from Greater New York, his residence being 
1761 Brooklyn Avenue, Brooklyn, where cor- 
respondents can address him. This has the 
advantage of bringing close to the Bible 
House the lines of communication from Cuba, 
Santo Domingo, Porto Rico, and the other 
islands. 

We append some of the latest information 
which introduces to our readers some of the 
colporteurs as they move about in their vari- 
ous fields. 

Cuba 


From the Rev. Mr. Neblett comes a letter 
enclosing the reports for September, which 
show the month just passed to have been the 
banner month of his very successful adminis- 
tration. Over 3,500 copies were sold during 
the month. Of this number one colporteur, 
Sefior Ramoén Pumpido, ex-official of the 
Spanish army, a man inured to all classes of 
hardships, sold 113 Bibles, 120 Testaments, 
and 1,081 portions—1,314 books in all. Inde- 
fatigable is a fitting adjective with which to 
describe this worker. Well does the writer 
remember setting Sefior Pumpido to work in 
Cienfuegos over three years ago. The month 
was July and Cienfuegos was hot. Ihad been 
out in the morning with Sefior Talavera, 
another colporteur, had come in for lunch, and 
was taking the usual midday szesta in the home 
of the Rev. Mr. Sewell, where I was a guest, 
when my slumbers were disturbed by the an- 
nouncement that I had a visitor. Wondering 
who it could be that would makea callin Cuba 
in midday, I went into the front room, and 
whom should I find but Sefior Pumpido, the 
man whom I had taken on that day on trial 
and given books enough, as I thought, to 
last a beginner a week. He was covered with 
dust; perspiration was streaming down his 
face; his collar was a rag about his neck and 
his shirt as wet as though it had just come out 
of a washtub. His features, however, were 
radiant. He had sold all his books and had 

come for more. I supplied his wants with 
some alacrity, as his success had aroused me. 
We had a few words of prayer together, 


thanking our Father for his blessing ; and ag 
he was leaving I asked where he was going, 
supposing, as a matter of course, that he was 
on his way home fora rest. Oh, he replied, 
to such and such a street, mentioning the 
point where he had left off working. ‘‘ Why, 
man!” I said, ‘““you must rest in the middle: 
of the day and start out again when it be- 
comes cooler. You can never stand it to work 
like this through the heat of the day.”’ 

Sefior Pumpido straightened himself and 
facing me, said: “‘ Sir, I am a Spanish sol- 
dier. I spent twenty years in the Spanish 
army. Iam accustomed to the sun and rain; 
they don’t hurt me.’’ 

I thought at the time that his enthusiasm 
would probably soon wane. But I was mis- 
taken. A corded bundle of nerves and ener- 
gy, he has spent the intervening years carry- 
ing a regular tornado of arguments in favor 
of Bible reading from end to end of Cuba’s 
seven hundred miles of longitude. The only 
complaint that we have ever heard of his work 
was that occasionally someone thinks that he 
is a little too insistent in urging the proposed 
customer to purchase. 

Last June I was again in Cuba, spending a 
few days in its hottest town, Santiago, wait- 
ing for the French boat bound for Haiti. 
Again, in the middle of the day, Pumpido 
called. After a very pleasant and profitable 
visit, as he was leaving I asked him where he 
was going. ‘‘Oh,” he said, ““I am going 
home to write a few letters and wait a while 
before starting out for the afternoon’s work. 
It is time lost to try to sell in the middle of 
the day.’’ His enthusiasm has not waned, 
but he has learned to conserve his energies, 
thereby increasing his efficiency. 

Mr. Neblett writes as follows: “I am 
amazed at our present success. Cubais pass- 
ing through an industrial crisis. Itis general 
and real, and yet our colporteurs are able to 
increase sales right along. Unless some un- 
foreseen let-up occurs we shall pass the 
30,000” (their goal for the 1913 circulation). 


Santo Domingo 


The Rev. Mr. Williams has returned to the 
capital. Work has been held up in the north 


’ on account of the uprising and consequent 


blockade. 
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We were sorry to learn of the death of our 
dear friend and co-worker, the Rev. Mr. Mills, 
of Santiago de los Caballeros, R. D. Mr. 
Mills was an independent worker who circu- 
lated many copies of the Scriptures throughout 
the interior of the republic. His home was 
always open to our representatives, one of his 
horses at our disposal, and himself glad, as 
time would allow, to accompany the colporteur 
through the interior. It has been a joy to 
know this pioneer worker located at this gos- 
pel outpost. We have not learned the par- 
ticulars of his death other. than that he was 
stricken with fever while on a Gospel tour and 
died away from home at Bane in the interior, 
a place that has never had a missionary and 
that only heard the gospel when Mr. Mills 
was able to visit it. 

As Mr. Mills maintained no outside church 
connection, the little flock at Santiago and 
vicinity is without a shepherd; and we trust 
that some mission society may see its way 
clear to take up the work at thistime. ‘‘Pray 
ye the Lord of the harvest that he thrust forth 
laborers into his harvest.”’ 


Porto Rico 
A notable event of the past few months has 
been the conversion of the Romish priest, 
Don Juan Morante, of Moca, P. R., to the 
gospel as a result of thoughtful Bible reading

and through the influence of converted friends. 
Educated in Spain, first in medicine and then 
for commerce, he came to Porto Rico when a 
young man. The death of a companion of 
yellow fever led him to think seriously of the 
life beyond. Going to confession for the first 
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time in years he took the advice of the con- 
fessor and entered the seminary in San Juan 
to prepare for the priesthood. Here he wasa 
fellow student with the Revs. A. Villamil Or- 
tiz and Juan Ortiz Leon, former priests, but 
now evangelical ministers. 

As priest he has had appointments in Fa- 
jardo, Morovis, Vega Alta, and Moca in Porto 
Rico, besides several years of service in Mexi- 
co. He is well and favorably known because 
of his learning and his social and kindly dis- 
position. He became disgusted with what he 
saw of Rome. His own testimony is that, 


previous to entering the seminary in San - 


Juan, he had acquired no vices; but with his 
fellow priests he learned drinking, gambling, 
cockfighting, etc. He still thought of the 
Church of Rome as the only true church, but 
thought that it had become so corrupt that 
there was no hope of its regeneration. 

He left Rome without being converted. As 
he says, he was a Protestant but not a Chris- 
tian. Attending a convention of the Christian 
Alliance workers at the invitation of his old 
friend and classmate, the Rev. A. Villamil Or- 
tiz, he was struck with the spirit manifested 
among the workers, a spirit of love and de- 
votion that he had missed in Rome. He be- 
gan to study the Bible between the services 
to discover if he could in what consisted the 
difference in their religious experience and 
his own. In reading 
Christ’s words to Nico- 
demus, “ Except a man 
be born again,”’ etc., he 
found the secret he was 
seeking. “Here,” he 
said to himself, ‘‘lies 
the difference. These 
people have been born 
again and I have not.”’ 
He then began to pray 
and ask others to pray 
that he might experi- 
ence the new birth. His 
prayers were answered, 
and he left the assembly 
rejoicing in his new- 
found Saviour.

One other worker should be known to the 
reader, both for his own worth as well as for 
the special importance of the field in which he 
is just now working, vzz., Guadeloupe, one 
of the French West Indies, an island of from 
180,000 to 200,000 inhabitants, untouched by 
any missionary organization save the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. During the last three 

years thousands of books have been sold in 
this dependency of France. 

Two years ago, after the first visit of the 
Agent to this island, he spoke in the Congre- 
gational Church in Fajerdo, P. R., of the 
phenomenal success attending his efforts to 
introduce the Scriptures in Guadeloupe and of 
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the need of a French-speak- 
ing worker for the work in 
the French islands. There 
was present a young Swiss 
mechanic who felt that 
here was an opportunity 
and a call to offer himself 
for the Lord’s work. 
He, however, said 
nothing at the time, 
but after more 
than a year’s de- 

lay he came to 

San Juan last 

February to offer 
himself for these 
islands, should we still 
need a worker. We took 
him on in July, and after 
proving his ability as a 
worker and salesman in 
Porto Rico, sent him 
in August to fill the 
place left vacant by the res- 
ignation of Monseur Thé- 

mar in Guadeloupe. As

less than half as much as 

he could earn at his trade, but his letters are 
full of enthusiasm and expressions of joy

Guadeloupe 
has never had a duly organized evangelical 
mission. Everywhere outside of Basse-Terre

accept the gospel and receive the Word of 
Truth. We ought then to continue in spite 
of all, and I am persuaded it will bring good 
results. Pray always and much for me, and 
above all ask the prayers of all true believ- 
ers in our Lord Jesus.”’

Surely this beautiful island at our door cannot 
continue to look in vain to the churches of 
America for that help which we are so abun- 
dantly able to give.

rather obscure to most of us. Some of the 
names he mentions cannot be found on any 
but the latest maps. It is interesting to see 
the progress of a country so little known, 
how it all is becoming more and more open’ 
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to the colporteur and the missionary. Mr. 


Irwin writes as follows: 


The ‘‘ Prachatapok’’ was delayed in start- 
ing from Saturday noon till Sunday morning, 
then her progress was so slow, trailing a light- 
er and taking on cargoes of fish and lumber 
at the various ports, that we did not reach 
Nakawn till midnight Wednesday, instead of 
Tuesday evening. Nakawn is ten miles in- 
land by river boat and pony cart (Dr. Wachter 
had his waiting for me), so that I did not ar- 
rive until 4.30 a.m. Thursday. I found that 
my telegram had not been received from Ban 
Dawn, and that Mrs. Eckels and the children 
had gone on Wednesday morning according 
to schedule and were awaiting us, about fifteen 
miles out. I tumbled into Mr. Eckels’ bed 
as he tumbled out, and had an hour’s sleep. 
The mosquitoes were too bad on the boat to 
admit of real sleep. At 5.30 Mr. Eckels called 
me, and after bath and breakfast we were in 
Chinese jinrikishas for the journey, with our 
baggage in an ox-cart—a commentary on the 
improved condition of theroads. We lunched 
with Mrs. Eckels and reached Rawn in the 
evening. 

This isa beautiful country of mountain and 
forest and plentiful rainfall—you can fillin the 
details. Just beyond Rawn, next day we 
struck the newly laid peninsula railroad as it 
emerges from the tunnel, a nice piece of en- 
gineering. We were comfortably housed over 
Sunday at the government bungalow at Tung 
Song, a junction railway town, burnt down a 
few months ago, but rapidly springing up 
again. Mr. Eckels rented an unfinished room, 
and we held services and talked and sold 
books. Not the least important was getting 
acquainted with a new helper of Mr. Eckels, 
Nai Kuit (Mr. Born), whom we hope to put 
into colporteur work. Mr. Eckels prefers to 
work him in gradually, and that suits me, for 
it is usually better to go slower if one can 
thereby go surer. 

Tuesday we picnicked all day in an open 
car on a construction train to Tap Teang. 
Tap Teang is the newest station of the 
A. P. M., only two years.old, with two resi- 
dent families, Dr. and Mrs. E. P. Dunlap, and 
Dr. and Mrs. Bulkley and baby. Miss Chris- 
tiansen, a trained nurse, belongs here, but has 
been called to servicein Bangkok and Pitsanu- 
loke for several months. The province, 
Teang, of which Tap Teang is the principal 
city, is noted for its splendid motor roads. 
The governor, a man of large and progressive 
ideas, and a leading assistant were both as- 
sassinated about four months ago. The pres- 
ent acting governor, Pya Utarakit, lately come 
from Chiengrai, is also progressive, and be-

lieves in the missionaries. He sent his motor 
car and motor lorrie to take us to the national 
park at Chawng, fifteen miles eastward on the 
old trail to Putalong at the head of the inland 
sea. Few parks can surpass this in size and 
natural beauty. Nearly a hundred acres, I 
should say, are laid out in walks and cottages 
and grassy lawns. There isa whole range of 
mountains, with big and little game, an arti- 
ficial lake, and natural streams and roaring 
cascades, all near at hand. 

Dr. Dunlap took Mr. Eckels and me to. 
Trang, seventeen miles southwest, for a night. 
It is a miserable, muddy little town, about 
five miles from the mouth of the Trang River 
and Bay of Bengal, largely Chinese. Its im- 
portance lies in its being the capital and port. 
Regular steamers ply between it and Singa- 
pore and Penang. Outside the towns,among 
the low hills, there are some beautiful com-- 
pounds and no end of fine building sites. The 
mission has an out-station here in chargeof a 
young Chinese. They are planning to buy 
the place now rented and to fit it up for lodg- 
ers, somewhat like the Y. M. C. A. idea.. 
Quite a company of Chinese Christians gather 
here for Bible study and worship, and there 
seems good promise for stable work. We- 
went to call on the acting governor and the- 
ex-commissioner of the police department, a. 
genial old gentleman and a Christian of many 
years’ standing. Dr. Dunlap has asked me to. 
present him with the second and third vol-- 
umes of the Old Testament. 

On Sunday, July 27th, I presented the Bible- 
cause to a churchful. There was no need to: 
urge them to interest, except to increased in-. 
terest, because Dr. Dunlap had preached on: 
the subject last Sunday and taken a collection. 
of over twenty ¢zcals—a big sum for a poor- 
church who have just bought and paid for a. 
church lot and are preparing to build. Atthe: 
close of my address Dr. Dunlap pledged them. 
by a rising vote (1) to pray statedly for the- 
Society and the circulation, and (2) to give. 
of their means for its support. Such a. 
pledge may mean much or little, according as. 
it is held before them. I shall make it my 
business to remind them by an occasional: 
letter. 

Dr. Bulkley keeps a supply of Scriptures on 
hand at the hospital in about a dozen lan-- 
guages. One of the first uses of my new price- 
list was to take his order for $15 worth of such: 
a varied lot of Scriptures. Dr. Dunlap re- 
ported $50 taken in for sales. Healso brought 
before me two men as candidates for colpor-- 
tage whom he has been preparing for some: 
time. They seem earnest fellows, and I ad- 
vised him to take them on. 


sed ; I had them in: 
daily instruction. He proposes to keep them:

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near home for a few months until they have 
had a course in Bible study, and are able to 
tell in anintelligent way what the Bible as a 
whole is and what the particular books teach. 
He meets his evangelists every day for study 
and worship, and will have these two men with 
them sometimes and sometimes separately. I 
approve his method and am thankful for his 
interest. 

I am not worrying at all about these men nor 
the Chieng Mai men, but the Chinese colpor- 
teurs of Bangkok and Petchaburi give me 
great concern, and I long for the time when 
my slow brain and dull ear will make it pos- 
sible for me to get into real contact with them. 
My tongue I can trust to do its part. As I ap- 
prehend the matter, we want our mento put out 
the largest number of Scriptures possible, leav- 
ing to God and the missionaries the results. 
They will, however, be more valuable’servants 
of the Kingdom and of the Society if they can, 
in an earnest and hearty manner, backed by a 
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consistent life, give an intelligent idea of the 
teaching of the book they are selling. 

I am feeling for the throbbing heart of the 
business and measuring its limits. It is big- 
ger than I thought, and worthy a man’s best 
life. And then how to inspire these men, who, 
it is to be feared, are thinking mostly of pay- 
day, or to put them in such anattitude of mind 
that they can catch the “inspiration of the 
Almighty.’? What atask! But surely it can 
be done. Not in vain is it written, ‘‘I will 
pour out my Spirit upon them and they shall 
prophesy’’; for without doubt God knew all 
the conditions and the means. necessary for 
the Spirit’s reception, and that he was able to 
supply all. 

On this trip I have been studying Chinese, 
reading the new Laos Revelation, examining 
and preparing Laos Mark for the new reduced 
New Testament (when it comes), and criti- 
cally examining Mr. Cooper’s revision of Si- 
amese Genesis. 


Day of Prayer for Moslems—November 9th 


HE following call for prayer is intrinsic- 
ally important, and has the additional in- 
terest that it is written by Dr. Robert E. Speer: 


The great Moslem Feast of Sacrifice, known 
in Turkey and Egypt as the Bairam, falls this 
year on Sunday, November 9th. The feast is 
a part of the rites of the pilgrimage to Mecca, 
although it is observed in all sections of the 
Mohammedan world both as aday of sacrifice 
and as a great festival. Tradition records that 
Mohammed, observing the fast of the Atone- 
ment by the Jews on the tenth day of the sev- 
enth month, asked them why they kept the 
fast,and on being informed that it was a me- 
morial of the deliverance of Moses and the 
children of Israel from the hands of Pharaoh, 
replied, “‘ We have a greater right in Moses 
than they,’’ and commended his followers to 
fast also. Later, when Mohammed broke off 
his friendly relations with the Jews, Moham- 
medans preserved the day, only substituting 
in its observance the sacrifice of animals anda 
feast. Mohammedans generally hold now that 
the feast was instituted in commemoration of 
Abraham’s willingness to offer up his own son 
-_ asasacrifice, and maintain that the son was Ish- 
mael and not Isaac. Apart from its religious 
ceremonies Bairam is observed as a great 
time of rejoicing and holiday. . 

The Continuation Committee of the Luck- 
-now Conference of Christian Missions to Mo- 
hammedans suggests that the day be made 


this year a special day of prayer by all Chris- 
tians for our brothers and sisters of Islam, 
that God may turn their hearts at this crisis in 
Moslem history and on this great day in their 
calendar to Jesus Christ, the Lamb of God, 
who takes away the sin of the world, and 
that a feeling of compassion and kindness 
may spring up in the hearts of Christians 
toward the Moslem peoples. 

Most of the missionary work among Mo- 
hammedans is carried on by the American 
churches—the Congregationalists in Turkey 
and Bulgaria and Albania; the Presbyterians 
in Syria, in Persia,-and India; the United 
Presbyterians in Egypt and India; and the 
Methodistsin India. Never before were the 
spiritual needs and opportunities among the 
Moslem peoples so great. 

Special intercession is asked in behalf of 
the Albanians. If ever a people needed the 
prayers of Christendom, the Albanians are 
that people. By decision of Europe they have 
been given autonomy—on paper at least. 
They number 2,000,000, some say 3,000,000. 
The majority are classed as Moslems, the 


‘rest belong to the Greek and the Catholic 


Churches. Many of their leaders delare that 
as Mohammedanism was forced upon them, 
now they are free they willrepudiate it. They 


-have suffered so much at the hands of the 


Greek Church, they declare they will never be- 
come Greek. They so fear Austria and the 
Roman Catholic Church that they say Catholi- 
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cism can never be their religion. They now 
look to Protestant England and America as 
their only hope. 

In Persia the majority of the pupils in high- 
er mission schools are now Mohammedans, 
and in some of them the teachers are Christian 
converts from Islam,and there is a wide-open 
door to unhindered evangelism. 

In Africa the advancement of Mohamme- 
danism has carried the faith of the Prophet 
south into Kamerun and the Kongo Free 
State, and though there are still great sec- 
tions of Africa north of the Kongo where Mo- 
hammedanism has not yet established itself, 
and where the Christian Church should be first 
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with the Truth that will be last, its day should 
not be delayed by the Moslem deluge. 

In India almost all the missions, especially 
those in the north, are in constant contact 
with the Mohammedan problem under politi- 
cal conditions which threaten no persecution 
to the Moslem who comes to Christ. 

All Christian people in their homes and in 
their churches are urged to remember spe- 
cially in their prayers on the ninth day of 
November the missionaries who have gone 
out from the Church to the Mohammedans, 
and the great multitudes of the Mohammedan 
people from whom the established things of 
the past have been shaken. 


The Latest from Mexico 


RS. HAMILTON writes from Mexico 
as follows: 


We have tried to arrange for every possible 
contingency, but I still hope that even my going 
away temporarily may be quite unnecessary. 
Colporteurs who are working in inaccessible 
places will be dismissed from our roll, and I 
will retain only such as are capable of planning 
for themselves in cases of emergency. 

People everywhere are very poor now, so 


that sales are smaller and orders fewer, but 


wherever it is possible to push the work, I 
propose to do so, and hope with God’s bless- 
ing to get His Word into the hearts of some 
who have never known it. 

By the way, I saw a Bible for sale in the 
window of a bookstore on Cinco de Mayo. 
It was a very shop-worn, paper-bound edition 
of the Amat Bible in four large volumes. It 
was marked, “‘Bargain. Only ten esos; for- 
merly twenty-five fesos.’? It has disappeared 
now, and may have been sold, but I thought 
it worth mentioning, as it is the first time I 
have known a Spanish Bible to be on sale in 
any place except our own Agency or some 
mission depository. 

Colporteur Tamez, writing from Jimenez, 
Tamaulipas, says: 

“T have the promise of General Blanco that 
his soldiers will do me no harm, and also of 
the Federals, so all is in the hands of God, 
who will guide me in my work, and I look for 
his benediction in everything. God grant 
that peace may soon-come and that we may 
continue sowing His Word.”’ 

One of our newest colporteurs, Moises 
Flores, is a funny little Indian, who is work- 
ing with much enthusiasm. He was recently 
married to a teacher in one of the Methodist 
schools, and the two are really trying to ex- 


tend the knowledge of the Bible. He had an

A few cents escaped inside my 
shoe, os they took only ninety cents. I will tell 
you more of it when I come to the Agency.” 

A former colporteur, Mr. Beutelspacher, 
has again taken up the work this month, with 
OQuerétaro as his center, and means to make a 
thorough canvass of what is known as ‘‘ the 
interior,’ the states of Querétaro, Guanajuato, 
Zacatecas, and Aguascalientes. I am glad to 
have him resume the work, because he is en- 
thusiastic and fearless, and that is the sort of 
man we need. 

Hernandez and Mota, in districts east from 
Mexico City, are reporting fairly good sales, 
and the three men down in the southeast, 
Yucatan, Tabasco, and Campeche, are still 
doing good work. 


A Retrospective View of Mexico 


HE Missionary Education Movement has 


just brought out an extremely interest- 


ing volume on “Mexico To-day” by the Rev. 
George P. Winton, D.D. Dr. Winton was 


for many years a missionary in Mexico repre- 


senting the Methodist Episcopal Church, 


South. He then became the editor of The 


Christian Advocate of Nashville, Tenn., and 
is now the editor of the missionary pub- 
lication of his denomination and is able to 


speak with unusual authority of our next-door 


neighbor. We are glad to call attention to 
this volume, and to quote especially two im- 


portant paragraphs bearing upon the work of 


the circulation of the Scriptures in that coun- 
try. 


Religious Clubs 


A singular phenomenon of those troubled 
years, hinting of the influence exerted by that 
Divine Spirit which long ago brooded over 
earth’s chaos, was the formation of numer- 
ous quasi-religious voluntary associations— 
groups of men for study, discussion, and 
mutual benefit. These sprang up all over 
the country. Later several of them were 
merged into Christian congregations. One 
such group in Mexico City had as active 
leader a soldier named Sosthenes Juarez, a 
relative of the great president. He had by 
accident come into possession of a French 
‘Bible brought over by one of the chaplains of 
the army of intervention—so strangely does 
God make the wrath of man to praise him. 


This Bible was made the nucleus of a volun- 
tary association of men whose religious 
instincts were feeling after something that 
might satisfy them. So powerfully did the 
divine Word do its work in their minds and 
hearts that, through the influence of that one 
Bible ina language which only a few of them 
understood, nearly all of them became con- 
fessed Christians. Mr. Juarez, who was a 
man of culture and force, able to read the 
Bible in French and translate it for the benefit 
of his associates, later became. a minister 
of the gospel, and after more than twenty 
years of efficient service in that calling died 
at his post as a soldier of the cross. The old 
French Bible and the manuscript regulations 
of this society, signed by all the members, 
are still preserved in the archives of the board 
under which Mr. Juarez labored. 


Influence of the Bible 
This incident illustrates anew how religious 

awakenings root themselves in the Bible. 
That book is the ally of all intellectual and 
social struggles after better things. It arouses 
the minds of those who touch it for the first 
time as nothing else will, and also profoundly 
stirs the moral conscience. And it does not 
stop with awakening new desires and aspira- 
tions; it guides as wellas awakens. It makes 
men demand enlightenment; it is the mother 


of the public school; it is the enemy of dark- 


ness; it inspires courage; it drives the human 
mind to test and to investigate. By thrusting 
final responsibility on the individual brain and 
heart, it is in particular the enemy of a religion 
which habitually delegates authority on the 
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one hand and demands submission on the 
other. 

The modern evangelical movement in 
Mexico rests on Bible distribution. Almost 
immediately after the republican government 
had lifted the embargo of centuries on Scrip- 
ture selling, both the American Bible Society 
and the British and Foreign Bible Society 
had agents in Mexico. The American Society 
had already for several years been feeling its 
way into the interior near the northern border, 
where even during the long war the patriot 
influence was strong enough to protect its 
workers. One of these deserves special men- 
tion. Miss Melinda Rankin, a missionary on 
the border of Texas among the Mexicans, 
later made her way into the interior of Mexico 
as far as Monterey, and seeing what was the 
principal need of the people, put herself into 
touch with the American Bible Society and 
gave about all her time to Bible distribution. 
This was in the sixties, prior to and during 
the French intervention, and was, to all in- 
tents and purposes, the beginning of Protes- 
tant mission work:in Mexico. 


The Bible Once More 


Another element in the acceptability of 
evangelical teaching has been the stimulating 
effect of the Scriptures. Many instances are 
on record in Mexico of conversions due wholly 
to the reading of the Scripture, often of only 
a small portion of Scripture. There are two 
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Catholic versions of the Bible in Spanish, but 
neither is to be had in a convenient and cheap 
form. ‘There has been a measure of confusion 
as to which is the best version for use among 
the evangelical churches. The edition most 
commonly circulated is known as the Valera 
Bible, from Cipriano de Valera, who made a 
recension of an older translation in the six- 
teenth century. It has been revised to a lim- 
ited extent, andin recent years an entirely new 
translation, made by Dr. H. B. Pratt, was 
brought out by the American Bible Society. 


There has been considerable measure of. 


opposition to Bible distribution, stirred up 
invariably by the priests, who anathematize 
the ‘‘Protestant Bible’’ as a corrupt book. 
The convincing answer to this is to exhibit 
with it a Catholic version. A very slight 
inspection will show that. the two are in all 
essentials identical. The extent to which the 
great Bible Societies have laid, in Mexico as 
elsewhere, the foundation for all missionary 
work should be more generally recognized. 
For the separate missions to have provided 
each for itself the Scriptures needed even in 
its own work would have been enormously 
expensive. Besides, the Bible Societies con- 
tinually act as pioneers, going into sections 
not yet occupied, sowing the seed and pre- 
paring the ground for the organized work of 
some denomination to follow later. All alike 
are indebted to them, and all alike should join 
heartily in their support. 


The Wonder-working Power of the Gospel 


TAFF CAPTAIN CRISPIN sends this 
short story of work in the Salvation 
Army in Korea: 


To accompany Colonel Hoggard on a tour 
in the country villages of Korea is to have a 
revelation of something of the wonder-work- 
ing power of the Gospel of Christ. I had the 
pleasure of accompanying the colonel for a 
period of ten days, commencing Whit Mon- 
day last, and rejoiced in the signs of progress 
shown—progress in the knowledge of things 
divine, as shown by changed lives, and prog- 
ress in the knowledge of the Salvation Army 
principles,as evidenced by their earnest spirit, 
fighting qualities, and uniform wearing, as 
well as byjthe nice clean places the people had 
erected in most of the various centers visited. 

Our itinerary included villages with the 
names of Pyong Chon, Yong Meri, and Tong 
San, which being interpreted means—Peace 
Village, Dragon Head Village, and East 
Mountain Village. 


The commencement of our work in Pyong 
Chon is somewhat enveloped in romance. It 
took place at the time of political upheaval in 
the country previous to its annexation by the 
Japanese. Hearing the title ‘‘ Koo Sae Koon”’ 
(“Save the World”) and such terms as ‘‘The 
Sword of the Spirit,’’ ‘‘ Defeating the Ene- 
my,’’? many thought we had come to organize 
a force of men to assist the Koreans in obtain- 
ing self-government, and under this delusion 


thousands flocked to our meetings inthecoun- — 


try in the early days, expecting after a certain 
time to receive uniform, guns,andpay. Their 
minds were soon disabused of this idea, and 
many, by their contact with us, were con- 


vinced of sin and led to see the ‘‘ better way”” 


of living by faith in Christ and obedience to 
his commands. 


Open-air meetings were held in the market- 


place on market days, for a market was held — 
in this village and other villages every five 


days, and many became interested. Among © 


these was a medicine seller named Hor Kon. 
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Interest was followed by conviction, and con- 
viction by conversion. Witha gift for speak- 
ing and a winning smile and manner which 
had been developed and helped in his medi- 
cine selling, he So eresrine preaching himself 
the “‘ Yaesoo Kyo,” “Jesus Doctrine, ”’ and 
soon had a nice o Ae iered: After acting 
as sergeant major or leader of the local corps 
for some time, Hor Kon has since passed 
through our training home and is now in his 
second year of service as an officer, where he 
is doing good for God and the Salvation Army. 
The corps, however, continues to prosper, and 
it now has seventy men and women enrolled 
as soldiers, recruits or adherents, besides 
twenty-five boys, a number of whom also 
attend the day school which has recently 
started. 

One disappointment they have, and that is 
their thatched hall, with wooden veranda in 
front, is not large enough to hold the people 
who attend, and they have not got the where- 


withal to enlarge the property. 


‘ Yang Chon is another corps which has 
shown steady development during the last 
hree years. On his first visit Colonel Hog- 
rard received a hearty welcome from a people 
yho were uncouth, dirty, and ignorant. Ina 
I\rge measure the improvement is due to the 
tatiring labors of a colporteur, Brother Yi in 
Yong, and his wife. This comrade, fifty-seven 
yars of age, is a fine specimen of manhood. 
Till, broad-shouldered, carrying himself erect, 
wih a fine intelligent, open countenance, he 
ha toiled incessantly for the prosperity of the 
Savation Army, and his labors have been

amply rewarded. Related to the “upper ten ’”’ 
of Korea, he moved in affluent circumstances, 
but without any thought of God. He loved 
drink and what almost always accompanies it 
in Korea, houses of ill repute, and as the 
prodigal of old, wasted his substance in riot- 
ous living, estranging his friends by his de- 
graded manner of living through his squan- 
dering not only his own but some thousands 
of yens belonging to other relatives. In 1910 
he met the Salvation Army, and convicted of 
the error of his ways, got converted. Although 
completely reformed, his friends still refuse to 
countenance him, but he finds pleasure in the 
company of his Salvationist comrades. 

Having proved himself a good soldier, he 
was appointed a colporteur of the American 
Bible Society, working under the Salvation 
Army officer, and has done good work in 
regularly visiting the market towns, pushing 
the Scriptures and preaching Christ. For 
two years he has been at this work and now 
disposes of about four yens’ worth of New and 
Old ‘Testament portions and New Testaments 
each month. His wife, who is a Bible-woman 
paid by the same Society, has been a great 
help to her husband in teaching and helping 
the women in the district where he works. In 
this village, Yang Chon, where they live, they 
have seen the work grow until the corps is 
now nicely housed in a comfortable, clean and 
airy thatched hall, a little away from the vil- 
lage. In this corps we have also a boys’ 
school, started a few months since, which will 
help in binding our people to us, as their chil- 
dren are taught.and helped day by day. 


Brazilian Notes 


E Rev. Mr. Tucker has returned from 
his visit to Europe and the Zurich Sun- 
day chool Convention and sends us some in- 
teresng notes fromhis field. Mr. Tucker says: 


In jletter received from one of our colpor- 
teurs e writes: ‘“‘In my short experience I 
have tver had anything similar to this trip 
of abot seven weeks. Many times a Testa- 
ment Ws rejected for a Bible. We scattered 
129 Biles, 242 Testaments, and 200 Gos- 
pels. uring the trip we visited the village 
of Camestre, where the Gospel makes no 
headwa\ the people in general being follow- 
ers of thpriest; yet in a very short time we 
sold 23 bles and 10 Testaments, and could 
have solmore, but our stock of Bibles ran 


out.”’

“We havéast returned from Ribeiro Preto, 


where our work was blessed and owned of the 
Lord.e We also visited Sertaozinho, in which 
place I had a little incident which you will 
doubtless like to hear. I met a woman who 
at first practically drove me from the door, 
and then followed along the road in order to 
buy a Bible. The circumstances are these: 

I went to one house where a woman bought a 
Bible, and then to the next house, which is in 
the backyard of the first; but before Ireached 
the door the woman, waving her hands at me 
to go away, cried out: ‘“Nado quero!

The Bible in the Public Schools of Peru 


HE question of the Bible in the public 

schools in the United States has an in- 
teresting side light in the same question in 
Peru. Religious tolerance by Constitutional 
Amendment has been given recently to all 
sects. The President of the Republic, on 
April 15th, issued the following “ Decrees”’: 


The President of the Republic, considering 
that in the plan of education in force the 
course of Religion has been omitted, which 
course forms part of the primary instruction 
according to Article 21 of the organic law 
governing that branch, 


Decrees: : 
In the official schools of primary in- 
struction, religious teaching shall be 
given in the following form: 


FIRST YEAR 

Sacred History. — New ‘Testament: 
Birth, infancy, and principal acts in the 
life of Jesus. 

SECOND YEAR - 

Sacred History. — New Testament: 
Birth, infancy, and public life of Jesus. 
Old Testament: Select stories from the 
first, second, and third periods. 


Catechism.—Short prayers, simple and 

adapted to the intelligence of children. 
THIRD YEAR : 

Sacred History.—New Testament: Pub- 
lic life of Jesus. Old Testament: Review | 
and application of matter treated in the. 
previous year. 

Catechism.—The Lord’s Prayer, the 
Ave Maria, the Commandments of God 
and of the Church. 


FouRTH YEAR 

Sacred History. — New Testament: 
Third year of the ministry of Jesus. Old 
Testament: From Saul to the death o: 
Solomon. 

Catechism.—Articles of the Creed, Sac 
raments of Baptism, Penance, and Con- 
munion. 

FIFTH YEAR 

Sacred History.—Review of the ps- 
sion and death of Jesus. Kings of Judh 
and Israel, until the coming of Jeus 
Christ. History of the Apostles. Gv- 
ernment of the Church in Peru. 

Catechism.—Sin in general and the 
deadly sins. The sacrifice of the mss. 
Theological and cardinal virtues, the5ac- 
raments. Last days of man. Artcles 
of faith. 


Two Price-Lists 


HE last catalogue of the China Agency, 
issued in August, 1913, has just reached 
us. It is astonishing how interesting a cata- 
logue can be. It lists no less than 484 edi- 
tions of Chinese Scriptures, besides others in 
Japanese, Arabic, Siamese, and several Eu- 
ropean languages. The Chinese Scriptures 
are in fifteen or twenty different versions, es- 
tablished in various forms and sizes; some of 
them, for instance the Canton Colloquial, in 
parallel volumes with the English. 

The Scriptures on Chinese paper are cata- 
logued at from one-fourth to one-third of the 
actual cost of manufacture. Leaving out cer- 
tain special editions, being facsimiles of cop- 
ies presented to the Empress Dowager, the 
prices range at the highest from $3 or $4 
(Mexican) to half a cent or less. We notice 
Genesis and other Old Testament books listed 
at .005 of a cent. As a cent, Mexican, ap- 


proximates half a cent of our money, imight 
be said the cost wasinfinitesimal. Ver many 
of them are at one-tenth of acent. Never- 
theless it is a price. A commercial ’ansac- 
tion takes place in the sale of thesrbooks. 
The poor Chinese coolie, or farmhan puts a 
little, though a very little, of his har-earned 
money into the purchase and values. in pro- 
portion. It goes without saying tat there 
are times when the books are giventway. 
The latest price-list of the Siam nd Laos 
Agency has also reached us, and tough not 
so large, shows a good selection f various 
Scriptures. Here are only two prcipal lan- 
guages—Siam and Laos, but it inecessary 
to carry both Chinese, Burmese, :d Cambo- 
dian Scriptures, together with a fr supply of. 
Bibles in English and other Eupean coun- 
tries, besides some East Indis Japanese, 
and Javanese, Malay, and Shanooks. . 
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The Siamese Bible in one volume costs in 
the neighborhood of $1.30 in our money and 
nearly twice bound in four volumes. In one 
volume it is too large to be practically useful. 

Scriptures in the Asiatic languages. are 
listed at considerably below half the cost 
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price, those in other languages at cost or un- 
der. The bulk of the sales are of course in 
Siamese and Laos, but between 15,000 and 
16,000 were Chinese. The lowest priced vol- 
ume, some of the lesser Epistles of the New 
Testament, is much less than one cent. 


Notes and Comments 


OME MISSION WEEK, as already an- 

nounced in the September number of 
the RECORD, is from November 16-23, 1913. 
Full information has been supplied to the 
churches by the Home Missions Council rep- 
resenting the various Home Mission Boards 
of all kinds connected with the evangelical 
churches. 

We can only now call attention to this im- 
portant announcement, and especially to that 
aspect of it which deals with foreigners in 
America. This is strikingly set forth in the 
quotation which occupies the cover page of 
the RECORD. 

THE seventy-fifth anniversary of the or- 
ganization of the Board of Foreign Missions 
of the (German) Reformed Church was held 
at Lancaster, Pa., September 29-30, 1913. 

A programme of great interest was fol- 
lowed, which included addresses by the dis- 
tinguished leaders of the church—Dr. Geo. W. 
Richards, Dr. A. R. Bartholomew and others, 
and speakers from other churches, including 
Mr. J. Campbell White and Dr. Robert E. 
Speer. Dr. Fox, representing the Bible So- 
ciety, spoke briefly, bearing the greetings of 
the Society. Sipe 

Tue death of the Rev. D. C. Green, D.D., 
of the American Board’s Mission in Japan, 
has ended a long and beautiful service of 
Jesus Christ. Dr. Green’s work, however, 
has not ended. The strong impression of his 
noble life will persist among the Japanese of 
highest as well as of lowest classes. Then, 
too, Dr. Green was not only a mission- 
ary of the American Board; he has been 
closely allied with the American Bible Society 
in his work in preparing the Japanese Version, 
which has been a light to the feet of thousands 
of Japanese during all these years. In 1872 
he was appointed a member of the committee 
for the translation of the Bible which took in 
hand the versions of the Gospels already pub- 
lished, and prepared a revised and unified 
version of the whole Bible. In 1910 Dr. 
Green was appointed a member of the com- 
mittee for the revision of the Japanese Bible, 
and the cutting off of his activity in this con- 
nection will be very painfully felt. 


WE present again our table of receipts from 
four principal sources for September, 1913, as 
compared with September, 1912, and for the 
two corresponding periods, April 1st to Sep- 
tember 30th, in the two years. 

The gifts from auxiliaries for the period 
have decreased $734.10. Those from church 
collections have increased $4,416, and from 
individuals $5,277.17, a total increase of gifts 
from the living of $8,959.07. There is a fall- 
ing off in legacies, so that the account as a 
whole shows an increase of $746.12.

THERE have appeared various statements 
in the daily papers to the effect that by the 
passage of the Tariff act, which puts English 
Bibles on the free list, the American Bible 
Society has been forced to abandon its print- 
ing plant in the Bible House in the city of 
New York, and has decided to print its Scrip- 
tures in some foreign country, possibly Japan, 
in order to meet the competition of English 
Bibles printed in other lands where labor is 
cheaper. What the effect of the Tariff bill, 
in placing English Bibles on the free list. will 
be cannot now be determined. Zhe Soctety 
has taken no action whatever with relation to 
the matter. It has been in the habit of print- 
ing at the Bible House in New York all the 
English Bibles which it has used in its gene- 
ral missionary ‘work throughout the United 
States and in foreign lands. Last year its 
output of Anglish Scriptures was 1,444,911 
volumes. It has always sold its Scriptures at 
cost without purpose of profit, that the poorest 
might be able to have the Scriptures at the 
lowest price possible. 

The Society has existed for nearly one 
hundred years to promote the translation, re- 
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vision, and circulation of the Bible as a mis- 
sionary agency throughout the United States 
and foreign lands, giving it away to the poor 
and needy wherever they are unable to pay 
for it. It has thus far maintained its printing 
plant in New York City, because in that way 
it could produce the Scriptures at a lower price 
than it could procure them in any other way. 


A LETTER just received from the “‘ Red 
Cross,’ a Norwegian mission boat in the 
North Sea, contains the following touching 
instance showing how the Bible is loved by 
the needy to whom it ministers, and also 
how admirably the Pocket Testament League 
reaches scattered people: 

‘“We have been truly thankful for the books 
you have sent, and the work of our Pocket 
Testament League is being much blessed. 
Only last week I boated a poor man who had 
become paralyzed out to a steamer ex route 
for the hospital. When packed in his box- 
bed, ready for going, he ejaculated, ‘My 
Test-a-ment!’ On its being given to his at- 
tendant, he smiled and nodded his thanks 
and tried to say, ‘My spectacles.’ Poor 
man, I fear he will never use the latter again, 
but the book is regularly read to him, and he 
has already named its next owner when his 
death takes place. He is a rejoicing Chris- 
tian, and it is owing to the Pocket Testa- 
ment League that he is so. Jt is a blessed 
work,.”’ 


Tue following report is in spirit and effect 
true of many a place and country: 

Some time ago I sold one Bible to a man 
and he began to read it right away, and when 
I met him a few days ago he told me that 
he had received Jesus as his Saviour. And 
he said, ‘‘I found that the Bible is the best 
book, because it tells me about salvation 
in Christ.”’ And he also told me that he 
wanted to follow Jesus all the way, and also 

in baptism. 
‘One day I asked a man if he would like to 
buy a Bible, but he wanted to show it first to 
the priest to see if it was true. The priest 
told him that he should not read this Bible 
because it does not tell about Mary, and be- 
cause of the tenth chapter of St. Matthew. 
When he came back from the priest I read 
for him about Mary and also the tenth chap- 
ter of St. Matthew, and then he bought the 
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Mary.” Then I read about Mary for him in 
the first chapter of St. Luke, and so he also 
bought a Bible. 

One day I sold a New Testament to a lady, 
and she asked me if it was goodfor missa,”’ 
and I told her that it is the best book that she 
can get, and so she bought one.

‘“‘T have myself recently joined the ranks of 
those who make it a practice of giving a 
Tamil copy of the New Testament and Psalms 
to each boy who passes the fourth standard 
of our village primary schools.

encountered brigands on the mountains, but 
have been mercifully saved. In one case I 
had stopped for lunch by a cool spring, and 
had let down the load to rest the animals. 
Suddenly I was surrounded by four mounted 
Circassians, masked and armed to the teeth. 
There was no escape, and when the brigands 


-demanded what I had, I had no alternative 


but to obey. I offered a part of my food, 


but after they had consulted together, the 
leader asked what I had in the boxes. I re- 
plied: “The Word of God. We are working 
for the good of men. If you like, I will give 
give you each a copy.’ Then there was a 
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Bible. 

Another I asked if he liked to buy a Bible, 
and he said, ‘‘I do not want to know anything 
about the Bible because it does not tell about 
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ywonderful change. The leader pointed to the 
Ihills and ordered his comrades to withdraw, 
sand so I escaped.”’ 


A YounG MEN’s CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION 
‘for Turkey has been organized in Constan- 
‘tinople. The Rev. Marcellus Bowen, D.D., 
Agent of the American Bible Society, is Presi- 
dent of the Managing Board. It is interest- 
ing to see the cosmopolitan character of the 
new organization. The gentlemen who met 
together to discuss the organization and to 
prepare its constitution were found to repre- 
sent the following religious denominations: 
Three Presbyterians, two Congregationalists, 
two members of the United Free Church of 
Scotland, one of the Church of England, one 
Roman Catholic, one Protestant Armenian, 
four Gregorian Armenians, one Protestant 
Greek, and four ‘““Orthodox”’ Greeks. 

Since the Association will admit to mem- 
bership any young man willing to aspire to a 
better life, it will not be a self-governing 
body. ‘The whole of the interests of the As- 
sociation will be in the hands of a board of 
thirty-seven directors, with Mr. D. A. Davis, 
a trained secretary, as executive officer. 

Mr. Davis was sent out to Constantinople 
by the International Young Men’s Christian 
Association some two or three years ago. 
He has learned the Turkish language, and it 
is due to his energetic initiative that the new 
organization begins its work, with the sym- 
pathy and co-operation of many denomina- 
tions. Even some Mohammedans have taken 
an interest in this new organization. One of 
these Mohammedans, attracted to Mr. Davis 
by his truly heroic work in behalf of the 
Turkish wounded, remarked, “If all Chris- 
tians were such men, all Mohammedans would 
wish to become Christians.” 


Tue following note from the treasurer of 
the Swedish Mission of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in Sweden shows that we are 
able to do a little to help this excellent un- 
dertaking: 

“We are much obliged for the sums re- 
ceived from the American Bible Society, by 
whom we have been enabled to do such a 
work. Hoping to retain a place in the kind 
sympathies of the Society, we most humbly 
ask your further assistance for this aim, and 
are willing to do our best to benefit the in- 
terests of the Society here in Sweden.”’ 


One of our correspondents writes: to_us 
that 1,500 Scriptures and tracts were distribu- 
ted at a cremation ceremony. The colpor- 
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teurs report that it was “‘pleasant,’’ and that 
the people listened well. 


IN many parts of the world the Society 
finds free distribution of Scriptures the only 
possible means of getting the Scriptures out 
among the people. The people are too poor 
and are ignorant of the value of the Scrip- 
tures. A letter from our Siamese Agent gives 
a communication from one of his correspon- 
dents, saying that two of his workers reported 
sales amounting to two satangs, equal to three- 
quarters of a cent, during a period of two 
months. 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Mana- 
gers of the American Bible Society in its 
ninety-seventh year was held at the Bible 
House, Astor Place, Thursday, October 2, 
1913, at 3.30 o’clock, p.m. 

Vice-President Ezra B. Tuttle was in the 
chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rey. Dr. William I. Haven, who read part of 
the eighth chapter of the Epistle to the Ro- 
mans, after which he offered prayer. 

Among other items of business presented 
were the following: 

The Chairman announced the death of Mr. 
James Wiggins, a member of the Board, and 
a committee was appointed to draw up a min- 
ute respecting his death. 

On the recommendation of the Versions 
Committee it was resolved that the wishes of 
the missionaries in South Africa be acceded 
to, and that the printing of the New Testa- 
ment in the Revised Zulu Version should be 
proceeded with, instead of continuing to print 
the Old Testament which had been begun. 

Interesting correspondence was reported 
from the Versions Committee in reference to 
Gikuyu, Kavirondo, Gedebo, and other Afri- 
can dialects or languages. . 

The Board was informed of a change in the 
location of the headquarters of the Pacific 
Agency, which is now to be in the new Y. M. 
C. A. Building. This was approved. 

The Board accepted with appreciation the 
gift of Mr. Michael Selinger of a piece of prop- 
erty in San Francisco, Cal., under certain con- 
ditions, the interest of which was to be used 
for Bible work among Hebrews, Mr. Selinger 
being a Christian Hebrew. 
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The Committee was also informed of a 
legacy made by Mr. J. C. Norton, of Seattle, 
Wash., by which the Society was made the 
residuary legatee of his estate. 

Reports were received from many foreign 
fields, including Mexico, the Levant, Philip- 
pines, La Plata, Japan, Korea, Siam, Central 
America, and the West Indies. 

The death of the Rev. Dr. Daniel Crosby 
Green, the veteran missionary in Japan, was 
reported, and the Secretaries were directed to 
express to the family of Dr. Green and to 
Mrs. Henry Loomis its sympathy.
